Whenever and wherever it haa 
been possible to do so, gigantic 
trench-digging machines have been 
used for entrenchments instead of 
the spade of the soldier, write* a cor- 
respondent. Many hundreds of 
"trench-plows," as they are called, 
were used by the Germans in the 
early days of the war, and that gave 
rise to the common belief that the 
Qermans were the first to use them. 
But so long agio as the Boer war Brit- 
ish army authorities experimented 
with plows and found them so suc- 
cessful that thev became part of the 
equipment of the army. 

The smaller plowa cut a trench 20 
inches wide and 20 inches deep, turn- 
ing the earth over so aa to form a 
parapet. The larger ones will cut 
trenches from three to four feet 
deep, doing the work of 50 soldiers, 
and in half the time. These plows 
have proved extremely useful in 
digging trenches in front of towns 
and other prepared positions in the 
path of th.' saonrjr.

FREEZES HELPFUL TO SOILS 

Aid Pulverize Broken Ground, Causa 
Partlclea •■> Crumble and Vege- 
table Matter to Break. 

/ I * 

There la considerable advautiige In 
aevi-re freexca during winter. While 
Cold weutln-r uuikc* expciises some- 
what hgajrlar unless the farmstead la 
■Jill arranged for couifort, both for 
man and nulniuU. the soil la always 
betn-tlted by freezes. 

Farmers readily recognixe that ufter 
Jtard freezes the soil U lu better con- 
dition. Freezes help pulverize broken 
ground; they cause the partlclea to 
crumble, vegetable uiattar to disinte- 
grate and break down. There la also
